The  School  "Minor  Ailment"  Clinic  is  now  held  on  Tuesdays 
at  2, p.m. 

Ancillary  School  Clinics  (Orthopaedic,  Dental  and  lye,  etc,/) 
are  held  at  Chorley,  and  attended  by  Practitioners  of 
Specialist  status . Attendance  is  by  appointment  via 
School  Medical  Staff. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic .

The  large  majority  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the  area 
attend  the  ante-natal  clinic  at  2/4-  St.  Thomas’s  Square, 
Chorley,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  excellent  facilities 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Divisional  Health 
Service.  These  Clinics  are  held  on  Thursdays  (at  9,3 0<a*p.) 
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and  Fridays  (at  10. a. m.)  and  are  attended  "by  consultant 
surgeons.

Infant  Welfare  Oe.utres. 


An  infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  weekly  (Wednesdays  2-4  o jn 
at  the  Christ  Church  Schoolroom,  Adlington,  and  is  attended 
fortnightly  by  a Medical  Officer  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  as  well  as  the  County  Health  Visitor.  Since  July 
1948  this  Medical  Officer  has  been  myself. 


Health  Visitor 

The  County’s  Health  Visitor  for  the  area  is  Mrs.  Ashley, 
123  Bolton  Road5  Chorley. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply . 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (1)  from  the 
Blackrod  Reservoir  (by  the  arrangement  with  the  Blackrod 
U.D.C.)  and  (2)  from  a tapping  of  the  conduits  taking  the 
Manchester  supply  from  Thirlmere  (by  arrangement  with  the 
Manchester  Corporation).  The  water  from  both  sources  is 
adequate  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality.  Every 
house  in  the  area  has  a "main  supply".  The  average  dai.'Ly 
consumption  is  39,000  gallons,  which  gives  a consumption 
per  head  of  <2,33  gallons  daily.  The  supplies  are  inter- 
changeable and  complementary. 


Sewerage , 


Only  some  31  outlying  properties  ore  not  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system  These  have  septic  tanks.  The  sewerage 
disposal  is  by  precipitation  and  filtration  over  3 coke 
filters,  at  tne  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  at  Harrison*  s Ram. 
The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Douglas.  The 
Sewage  Works  was  modernised  in  1931.  Extensions  of  sewers 
were  undertaken  in  1951  to  new  properties. 


Rivers  and  streams . 

These  are  inspected  at  intervals  by  the  Inspectors  of  tho 
Lancashire  Rivers  Board,  Pollution  continues,  particularly 
by  the  local  I>yeing  Company.  Representations  have  been 
made  by  this  Council  to  the  Rivers  Board, 


Refuse  Collection  and  Pi sposal . 

1308  moveable  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Local 
Authority’s  vehicle.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  two  sites.

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Lava/t; ories  and  Urinals 

There  are  public  lavatories  at  the  upper  and  lower 
Recreation  Grounds  and  a public  urinal  near  the  Council 
Offices,  These  conveniences  are  cleaned  daily  by  the 
Local  Authority.  I have  mentioned  in  a previous  report 
that  the  Urinal  opposite  the  Council  Offices  needed 
modernising,  and  endeavours  are  now  being  made  to  obtain 
a suitable  site  for  a completely  new  public  convenience. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

There  are  from  90-100  registered  shops  in  the  area.  No. 
action  was  taken  under  the  Shop  Acts  or  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  during  the  year.  The  County  Council  are  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  Shop  Acts,  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  acting  as  their  agent.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
made  111  visits  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites, 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  area.  One  caravan  is 
licensed  for  living  purposes. 

Smoke  Abatement.

No  legal  proceedings  were  undertaken  for  excessive 
smoke  emissions  during  the  year,  but  personal  contact 
with  firms  and  their  boiler  personnel  was  maintained 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

One  house  was  found  to  be  infested  during  1951  and.  was 
duly  disinfested  by  your  staff. 


Schools,. 


The  water  supply  of  the  schools  Is  from  the  mains.  The 
drainage  from  the  National  (C.  of  I,)  Schools  is  by  trough 
closets.  Doubtless  this  unsatisfactory  method  will  be 
remedied  when  reorganisation  can  take  place. 


Other  Matters. 

There  are  in  the  area  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  or  "Houses 
let  in  lodgings"  registered,  no  swimming  baths  or  pools,  no 
underground  sleeping  rooms,  no  promises  where  rag  flock  is 
manufactured,  and  no  premises  for  the  undertaking  of 
offensive  trades.

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3.  Housing  Conditions. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  of  the  "two  up  and 
two  down"  typef  and  lack  baths  or  hot  water  supply. 

Like  most  of  the  sub-standard  houses  built  some  80  years 
or  more  ago,  they  were  well  built  and  with  reasonable 
maintenance  are  difficult  to  condemn  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  though  the  lack  of  damp  courses  causes  a 
prevailing  defect  of  dampness, 

6,  Housing  Schemes. 

16  houses  were  completed  on  the  Pair  View  Estate, 

5 Bungalows,  16-2  bedroom  and  6-3  bedroom  houses  are 
in  course  of  erection  on  a site  off  Park  Road, 

7,  Overcrowding  or  Housing  Shortage , 

39  applications  for  houses  were  received,  including  13 
from  families  without  separate  homes,  (Not  all  of  these 
cases  necessarily  result  in  overcrowding,  of  course). 


INPEQTION  AND  SUPERVISE  ON  OP  POOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  following  number  of  milk  traders  were  on  the  Register  at 
31st  December  1931  s-

Two  licences  were  issued  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
production  of  milk  in  the  area  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations  194-9*  for  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk, 

4 Supplementary  Licences  were  granted  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations) (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations  1949,  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk,  and 
one  for  the  sale  of  Sterilised  Milk. 

27  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis  for  Tuberculosis, 
all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 

20  samples  taken  for  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  test  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

6 samples  taken  for  B.  Coli  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

4 samples  submitted  for  Phosphatase  Test  were  satisfactory* 

(b)  Meat, 

The  meat  supply  to  the  area  is  distributed  from  the  Chorley 
public  Abattoirs  (at  present  under  the  Ministry  of  Health) 
where  there  is  100%  inspection  of  carcasses. 

All  Pigs  killed  for  own  use  are  slaughtered  in  two  licensed 
Slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  and  all  carcasses  are 
inspected.  26  Pigs  were  killed  and  inspected  during  the 
year.  12%  of  these  carcasses  were  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
and  parts  of  3 carcasses  were  condemned.  Two  sheep  were 
inspected  and  the  whole  carcasses  were  condemned, 

(c)  Other  Poods, 

Places  where  other  foods  are  prepared,  or  kept  for  sale  are 
inspected  frequently  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  are  11  small  bakehouses  and  8 fried  fish  shops  in  the 
district  - all  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

142  inspections  of  places  where  food  is  prepared  were  made 
during  the  year  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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Ice-Cream. 


As  contribution  to  the  heightened  campaign  for 
better  and  cleaner  Ice-cream,  63  visits  to  premises 
selling  or  manufacturing  Ice-cream  were  made  by  tho 
Sanitary  Inspector, 

2 registrations  were  made  for  the  sale  of  Ice— cream.
